Five patients have been taken to the hospital. 

Throughout the year Meredith has been remarkably 
free from contagious diseases. 

There have been frequent examination for pedicu- 
losis, but only one case has been found. 

Two health talks have been given to the lower grades. 

On Aug. 8th a Child Health Conference was held in 
the Lang street school under the direction of Miss Jen- 
nings, assisted by district and other helpers. 25 pre- 
school children were weighed and measured and ex- 
amined by Dr. Hawkins, and notice of all defects sent 
to parent or guardian by Miss Jennings. 

During September all school children were weighed 
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and measured. Miss Garland and the nurse visited the 
homes of all who were 10 percent or more underweight 
and advised the parents to send the underweight chil- 
dren to the tuberculosis and underweight clinic to be 
held at the Lang street school Oct. 26. 

At this clinic Dr. Kerr examined 39 and found three 
in need of further attention. Two children were taken 
to the T. B. Clinic at Laconia and several taken to La- 
conia Hospital for defective tonsils. 

Miss Cameron made her visit to Meredith; one girl 
taken to County Farm, waiting to be taken to state 
school, and one child taken to the Orphans’ Home in 

Franklin, N. H. A number of state and county cases 
_ have been looked up.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Meredith: 


One of the functions of a superintendent is to act as 
a sort of buffer between enraged parents and the cruel 
teachers who abused little Johnnie by insisting that he 
come to school regularly, behave himself, and do his 
work. That part of my duty is becoming almost de- 
lightfully simple. It almost seems too good to be true. 

It has been largely brought about by the policy of the 
School Board to retain its efficient teachers if possible 
with any reasonable increase in salary. Any one of 
Meredith teachers is excellent in some line and is do- 
ing at least good work in the others. There is at pres- 
ent more marked pride in the job and desire for skill 
in the trade than we have sometimes had. 

Parents and pupils too seem to sense it in the same 
way and realize that we are trying to give to each child 
the best education that he is capable of receiving and 
that we are capable of giving. There are no goats nor 
cossets here. 

A trait of good citizenship is cooperation. Teachers 
and pupils have shown it in such community under- 
takings as Memorial Day, Educational Week and the 
Meredith Carnival. 

Parents and other citizens have shown it in their 
cordial and generous support of all school activities. 

Isn’t it a laudable ambition to live together helpfully 
and pleasantly ? 
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Some Things Not So Good 


The Dolloff school house is not a real gem. A teacher 
there has rather a difficult task to instill pride in sur- 
roundings and gratitude to the district. 

Where it is necessary to keep small schools open it 
is hardly fair that the children should not have pleas- 
ant, well-lighted rooms, comfortable seats, and suitable 
sanitary conditions. 

At the Center, due to the generosity of Mr. Arthur 
Smith, we have an ample playground. The Community ~ 
Association has equipped it with some excellent appara- 
tus. 

The approach is poor and needs grading badly. Its 
toilets should be better arranged. 

At the gymnasium, among the things hoped for, are 
a lengthened floor, shower baths, and increased seat- 
ing capacity. 

The Manual Training room should have a good lathe 
and other modern equipment. 

The Domestic Arts room should have at least two 
more sewing machines. 

Many new reference books are needed for a school 
library. . 

A’swimming pool, a riding academy, and an aviation 
field may be asked for later.
